In this tradition we publish an in-depth study of the problems 


affecting our sport today. 


The writer, Rocky Di Zio, is aman who has seer soccer from 
ef angles over some 30 years: as a junior player, a3 2 spectator, 
es a club supporter, as a club and federation official, as a report- 
er and, in general, as a keen lover and student of the game. 


His study mostly is centred on the Victorian State League, a 
traditional showpiece of soccer in contrast to the more recent 
and artificial National League that will survive or perish not 
necessarily on its merits or demerits. But the problems are 
fairly general to all Jengues and divisions in all States. 


The writer does not intend to pontificate, nor ta preach the 
gospel. He simply puts forward his experiences and observa- 
tions over many years, giving also a voice to many other soccer 
people he has been associated with over the years and who 
might be not articulate or determined enough to present their 
views as an opening to a general forum. 


He has dissected the problem into four parts: 1) the players, 
2) the club officials, 3) the juniors, 4) the federations and others 


| contributing factors. 


In this first of four articles he deals with the responsibilities 


of the players.

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If signing-on fees and match 
fees for players were decided 
by the Arbitration Commission 
on a productivity basis, the av- 
erage in the State League 
would be in the region of $200 
and $20 respectively, based on 
ibe average attendances of all 
clubs. 


It is fair to expect that offi- 
cials, members and supporter 
donate, subscribe and raise 
other funds to possibly double, 
or even treble, these figures. 


It is also obvious that those 
few clubs with a reasonable 
following — too few unfortuna- 
tely — boost players’ pay- 
ments. even further. It is also 
natural that top players re- 
ceive more than others. 
Taking all these factors into 
consideration, we probably 
would arrive at pay-outs by top 
clubs for top players of around 





The National League 
will seek financial com-

But in actual fact these 
amounts would make any top 
liner laugh and are readily ob- 
tained even by those who im- 
personate soccer players by 
donning strips and boots and 
going out onto the field to kick 
anything that moves, mostly 
legs because they are slower 
and more numerous than the 
solitary soccer ball. 


There is no doubt that a 
number of players are in it for 
the love and the enjoyment of 
the game and would be in it for 
mere expenses or for nothing. 
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Players are bleeding our clubs dry 


Unfortunately they are forced 
to demand “‘equal pay“ for 
reasons of professional pride 
and to be appreciated by some 
petty officials who often value 
the player, and the man, only 
according to what he costs. I 
could name many in this cate- 
gory of player. 

It is also true that some of 
the players who demand a lot 
of money have great skills and 
their effort at training and at 
games is equal to the remu- 
neration they seek, while their 
life-style is as spartan as their 
professional sportsman status 
demands. Here I could also 
name many; and God bless 
them all, for they are the ones 
who bring the spectators 
through the turnstiles and in- 
spire our young players. 

But it is much more true 
that the game is being bank- 
rupted by many greedy mer- 
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cenaries, the real “‘professio- § 
nals” of negotiation, self-sell, | 
self-promoting and unfair 
pressures on clubs. 


The players resort to all} 
their unlimited bargaining } 
skills to ‘‘score’’ good con- 
tracts for their limited soccer 
skills and then perform poorly, } 
wanting to be propped-up con- | 
tinuously by bonuses and other 
incentives. They have no dis- 
cipline nor proper life-style; 
form pressure groups to make 
life impossible for coaches and 
other players who are not part 
of the “‘circle’’ and on top of it 
all spit on the plate that feeds 
them, having nothing but con- | 
tempt for officials and suppor- } 
ters. 


Just to illustrate this domi- | 
nant attitude, there is a well- 
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their faces that he hates all of- 
ficials and supporters of that 


particular ethnic group! 

The unfortunate thing is that 
he is still there, taking good 
money from the very people he 
hates. In the meantime he is 
alienating some officials to 
whom principles are more im- 
portant than success, and turn- 
ing away many of the suppor- 
ters who generate his salary, 
not just at the turnstiles. 

And let's not mention other 
things they manage to extract 
from officials and supporters, 
like well-paid civilian jobs for 
which they have m0 quali- 
fications nor attitude; goods 
and services like cars, car re- 
pairs, rent-free flats, drinks 
and soon. 


These many undesirables 
unfortunately satisfy their out-

combine their limited ex- 
perience with fellow officials 
of “enemy clubs’’. 


One great con that players 


have perfected to a fine art in 


recent years is the “maximum 
transfer’’ they often have writ- 
ten into their contracts. . 


By virtue of this clause, 
which superficially could look 
like a moderator of costs, the 
player sets his own maximum 
transfer fee for years to come 
and gets a licence to transfer 
as often as it suits him. The ul- 
timate effect of this clause is 
that clubs only can be the los- 
ers, at both ends. 

Take a player with a max- 
imum transfer fee of, say, $5,- 
000 on his contract. 

If he has had a good season, 
and has many clubs chasing 
him prepared to pay any

amount, he has a licence to go 
at a bargain price. 

The club ‘‘selling him’’ is 
prevented from making a just- 
ified profit, while losing a 
valuable player. 

The club “buying” him will 
be in no better position, be- 
cause in glady accepting the 
‘“‘bargain’’, and in consid- 
eration of it, will give the 
player a very handsome sign- 
ing-on fee. 

while the clause is put- 
ting a powerful brake on trans- 
fer-fees, which is money 
circulating among clubs and 
therefore continuing to finance 
the game, it inflates out of all 
proportions the signing-on 
fees, which is money that goes 
out of the game and into the 
bottomless pockets of players. 

Taking a punt, or even an 
educated guess, in relation to 
the intricate field of signing-on 
fees where some payments are 
also made under the table, I 
would say that in the past six 
years average signing-on fees 
have gone from to $3,000 
in the Victorian State League 
(a mere 500%, increase), while 
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Stitli wondering why clubs 
are going ? 

But Jet’s look in more detail 
at the time bomb that is the in- 
nocuous looking maximum 
transfer clause. 

It goes like this: a club is 
looking for a certain type of 
player and is prepared to pay a 
fee of $5,000 and a signing-on 
fee of $2,000 for a total of 
$7,000. 

By coincidence, the player it 
wants has a maximum trans- 
fer fee of $3,000 in his con- 
tract; what a bargain! 

The player then asks for a 
signing-on fee of $5,000 and the 
club gladly forks it out because 
the deal still amounts to the 
$7,000 it wanted to spend in the 
first place. 

Chances are the player will 
ask and obtain the same $3,000 
maximum transfer fee in his 
contract with the new club, 
and no way in the world will he 
take a lesser signing-on fee in 
following years. 

So at the end of, say, three 
yearly contracts, the club has 
paid out $3,000 in transfer fee 
and three times $4,000 in sign- 
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ing-on fees for a total of $15,000 
(or more, because the player 
may have managed to obtain 
yearly increase, not to men- 
tion equally exorbitant match- 
fee) and can only recoup $3,000 
by transferring him to another 
club, even if in the meantime 
his value has doubled or treb- 
led. 

Had he not been a 
“bargain”, the player would 
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have cost the club the higher 
$5,000 transfer fee and three 
times $2,000 in signing-on fees, 
for a total of $11,000 (a saving 
of $4,000 compared with the 
‘“bargain’’) and his transfer to 
another club at actual market 
value could have brought in a 
handsome amount, even 
$10,000. 

Eventually the “bargain’’ 
would have cost, directly, $11,- 
000 more than the “‘expensive 
buy.”” Multiply this amount by - 
the many smart players who 
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change clubs in a year and you 
will have a better idea of why 
clubs are going bankrupt. 

Indirectly this ‘“‘bargain’’ 
acts as a general escalating 
factor in the total expenses of 
the club, because its central 
figure will soon devulge to his 
“mates” his lavish financial 
conditions and, come con- 
tracts renewal time, all other 
players will be asking for 
higher signing-on fees and 
match-fees.backed by the very 
powerful argument ‘‘Some- 
body is getting it and I am not 
inferior to him!” 

But that is not all. In a play- 
er-club contract the ofily oblig- 
ation that is readily measur- 
able and precisely stated is the 
monetary reward. 

The effort, the perform- 
ance, the life-style, the loyal- 
ty, the duties are all intangible 
or measurable quantities. 

The maximum transfer fee, 
of any amount, becomes a. joke 
if the player does not fire and 
goes down in value or, even 
worse, if he decides to retire 
for any reason or to go back 
overseas. The ‘‘bunny’’ club 
gets little or nothing. 

Once I was negotiating 
terms with a player my 
former club was buying for 
$10,000 and, naturally, he 
wanted a $10,000 maximum 
transfer fee clause in his con- 
tract. 

To his amazement I readily 
agreed .. . on condition we 
insert also a ‘‘minimum 
recoup clause’ for the same 
amount, explaining that it 
meant the club would have to 
get that amount for him in any 
case. 

If he wanted to transfer and 
no club was prepared to pay 
the amount, he would have to 
make up the difference him- 
self; if he wanted to give the 
game away, because of an ac- 
cident or any other persogal 
reason, he would have to pay 
the club the whole $10,000 him- 
self. You have never seen a 
quicker change of mind! 

As it happened, the player 
flopped and after two years 





the club transferred him at a 
loss of $4,000. Fortunately, 
more or less at the same time, 
it had bought another player 
for $3,000 and transferred him 
for $11,000. Without maximum 
transfer fees on either con- 
tract, the club, between these 
two players, made a profit of 


Had both players had max- 
imum transfer fees in their 
contracts (usually the pur- 
chase price) the club would 
have still got only $6,000 for 
the first player, but a mere $3,- 
000 for the second one, for a 
combined loss of $4,000. 

Some may delude them- 
selves that the maximum 
transfer clause helps the less 
financial clubs in keeping up 
with the more affluent clubs, 
by making it easier for any 
club to acquire any player. 

Nothing is more untrue, be- 
cause the lesser clubs would 
not have a chance to attract 
these “bargains” with what 
they can offer in terms of sign- 
ing-on fees and match fees. In 
any case the total financial 
burden we have demonstrated 
would end up wrecking these 
smaller clubs. 

Some even may say that itis 
immoral for clubs to sell 
players like cattle and to want 
to make a profit on them. Here 
again we have a misguided at- 
titude. 


Players are born, in some 
cases with natural talent, and 
clubs have to spend large 
amounts to develop the skills, 
for themselves and not for 
other clubs, 


So if any other club wants to 
buy this ‘‘commodity’’ it has 
to pay for it and is entitled to 
make a profit when reselling 
it, because in the meantime it 
will have spent more money in 
improving it, or because the 
market has become inflated 





and it would cost much more 
for a replacement. 

Ultimately, clubs never can 
make a profit on players be- 
cause eventually they become 
a complete write-off, without 
even a trade-in value (pardon 
the cynicism). And do not 
expect many former players to 
put anything back into the 
game in a voluntary capacity. 

Of course, if during their 
playing career players have 
performed in a way to attract 
spectators and support, they 
have well earned all the money 
spent for them and paid to 
them and deserve the grat- 
titude of all associated with 
the game.

less attitude on the field. 
Could this reaction be 
behind the reason why a team 
of excellent or good players, 
most of whom are now doing 
extremely well in the National 
League or in other. State 
League clubs, got very poor 
results in the last couple of 
years? No prize for guessing 
the club was Frankston City. 
And what about the almost 
yearly changing of clubs, with 
the assistance of the max- 
imum transfer fee ‘‘licence’’ 
and in search of ‘‘bunnies’’ to 
fork out more money? Clubs 


Much is said about the 
comparative standard of 
Australian and overseas 
soccer, but most of it 
appears to be based on the 
overseas SOCccor we see on 
television. 

They watch ‘‘Match of the 
Day” from the UK and then 
try to tell us that what they see 
is far superior to what they see 
here. 

But the viewers forget that 
“Match of the Day” consists 
only of edited highlights, 
making the game seem a lot 
better than it actually was. 

I’ve seen games in England. 
Many of them are scrappy and 
many feature big-name 
players making heaps of mis- 
takes. What’s more, the 
crowds are only rarely in the 
50,000 bracket, contrary to the 
impression one may get from 
television. 

Our own one-hour ‘'Match of 
the Day’’ on Channel 0/28 
brings us one hour of one 
match — not 10 minutes or so 
of our matches. 


What is unfortunate is that 
our ‘‘Match of the Day’’ of ten 
lacks atmosphere because of 
very small crowds, but the 
standard of soccer is very 


high. 


And if you’re into nit-pick- 
ing, then let's not forget that 
we've only just started produc- 
ing soccer on Australian TV, 
and we're still learning about 
editing and camera work as it 
applies to the game. 

Let’s face it, if we could see 
South Melbourne Hellas v Hei- 
delberg every week, there 
would be no complaints at all. 

Their match, on Channel 
0/28 two weeks ago, had every- 
thing you would ever want 
from soccer — a huge crowd of 
about 16,000, top-class action 
and some unbelievable individ- 
ual performances. And Chan- 
nel 0/28 did a tremendous job 
of presenting it, despite a few 
minor technical hitches. 

So let’s stop knocking Aus- 
tralian soccer. Our standard is

build, at high cost, in the often 
vain search for that elusive’ 
settled, great team that will 
produce victories, thus making 
everything fall into place. 

It may seem at this stage 
that I am creating a large 
class of ‘‘villains’’ in the play- 
ers’ fraternity.

As controversy rages over the composition 
of the national squad to meet England three 
times in June, ‘Soccer Action’’ writers put 
forward three possible line-ups.

Dave Smallman: Ajax’s 
battered Rolls Royce

He joined Everton in 1975 
and scored seven goals in the 
first 14 games of the 1975-76 
season before being sidelined 
with the first of two broken 
shins. Injuries plagued his five 
years at Goodison Park. His 
first broken shin put him out of 
the game for 16 months, the 
second break took 15 months to 
overcome and a shoulder oper- 
ation sidelined him for a fur- 
ther seven months. On top of 
these crippling complaints 
there were the more common 
strains and knocks which are 
part and parcel of every pro- 
fessional footballer's career. 

At Everton, Smaliman came 
to terms with one of the pheno- 
mena of professional soccer — 
the dehumansising factors inher- 
ent in the buying and selling of 
players. 

“Everything’s great while 
you’re in the first team and 
scoring goals. Once you get in- 
jured, people don’t want to 
know you. When you get a run 
of injuries you soon realise 
that you’re just a commodity, 
there to be bought and sold. 
Big clubs will simply buy an- 
other player to replace you. A 
pal of mine at Everton, Andy 
King, has just got injured and 
could be out of action for two 
or three months. He’s lucky 
that the season is drawing to a 
close otherwise he’d be re- 
placed. 

“In my five years at Goodi- 
son I never had a rise in pay. 
One Christmas I asked the 
club to advance me part of my 
signing-on fee. After haggling 
over it, the club agreed. Three 
months later, when that sign- 
ing-on instalment was due, I 
had to pay the club 10 percent 
interest on its advance!”’ 

Smallman was in plaster in 
1979 when the chance arose to 
leave Everton and go to play in 
the Swedish Second Division. 
Everton wanted to get rid of him 
and the terms offered him by the 
Swedish club were tempting — 
$16,000 to sign on, $340 a week, 
a flat and a car. 


Smallman had been out of 
plaster for only about three 
weeks when he flew to Sweden 
to meet his prospective new 
manager, Sammy Chung, the 
former Wolverhampton Wan- 
derers boss. Smallman_ was 
limping when he met Chung 
who asked the Welshman what 
was wrong. Smallman told 
Chung of his broken shin and 
said that he still was troubled 
by stiffness in his ankle. How- 
ever, the pair agreed terms. 
Smallman flew back to Eng- 
land and tried to train at Ever- 
ton only to find that he had dif- 
ficulty running more than 10 
metres. He approached Ever- 
ton’s physiotherapist who told 
him that it was common to 
suffer such stiffness in the 
ankle. Smallman, though, 
wasn't satisfied. He had anoth- 
er X-ray which showed that his 
broken shin hadn’t mended

After spending three of the past four years In the 
comparative wilderness of State League soccer, West 
Adelaide’s Bill Amey is now back in the highest grade 
of football available within Australia; a stage many 
believe to be far more suited to his talents. 

English-born Amey, a distinguished performer at school- 


boy level, 


commenced his senior career with Southend 


United, first as an apprentice and graduated to full profes- 
sional, but was unable to win a first team place. 

Released on a free transfer in 1974, he was recruited by 
Christchurch United and became a vital member of, ar- 
guably, New Zealand’s finest ever club combination. 


Captained by former engl 


France, United also boasted 


and youth international Ken 
oy Drinkwater, Tom Randles, 


Tan Park, Phil Dando, Steve Sumner and Mark McNaughton, 
During Amey’s stay United won the coveted Chatham Cup 
three times and the Rothmans’ National League once. In addi- 
tion, it became the first Kiwi club to defeat a major overseas 
touring team when Scotiand’s Hearts of Midlothian succum- 


bed 1-0. 


Amey also appeared at representative level — playing for 
Canterbury against New Zealand under-21 (2-2), Luton Town 
Q-3), Glasgow Rangers (2-2), Middlesbrough (0-2) and 


Hertha Berlin (2-1). 


During the fong-striding, hard-ackling players initial cam- 


paign with the ‘“‘Rams’’, their cross city riva 
were coached by Alan Vest, who placed him hi 


, New Brighton, 
on his 


wanted list when building the original Newcastle KB United 


four years later. 


‘Amey crossed the Tasman, rejoining Dando and Drink- 
water: who had moved to Northern New South Wales from 
Brisbane Lions, and contributed 4 great deal to one of the 
most exciting chapters in the PSL’s short history. 

Newcastle KB United did not win any major trophy in 1978, 
bot its exciting football proved a major talking point of that 
domestic season, as did the stunning attendances at the Inter- 


national Sports Centre. 


Amey made 17 league appearances for KB, gaining much 


praise for his solid reliability. 


It was surprising, therefore, that he dropped into the State 
Leagues, though still producing plenty of class in unsophisti-

He made a brief return to PSL soccer with Blacktown in

Northcote City was formed in 1961 as 
Hercules Soccer Club by the Dimokritos 
Social Club which wanted to expand its 
sporting outlets. At the time the social club 
ran a volley ball tesm and getting involved 
in soccer seemed a worthwhile pursuit. 





The founder members were. Nick Paris, Phillip 
Pezaros, V. Thouas, K. Mastoris and Marinos Athana- 
tos.
